1. liOliicera (sect. Monanthae) musasMensiS Hiyama sp. nov. Frutex 
circ. 1.5 m altus plus ramosus, rami sordide fusco-cinerei, ramuli hornotini rubescen- 
tes vel fusco-virides hirsuti. Folia elliptica vel oblonga apice acuta basi rotundata 
vel cuneata margine ciliata utrinque hispidula subtus viridi-glaucescentia sub anthe- 
si 10-35 mrn longa 8-20 mm lata. Petzoli 2-5 mm longi dense pilosi et sparsissime 
stipitato-glandulosi. Pedunculi axillares graciles 3 cm longi hispidi et sparsissime 
stipitato-glandulosi uniflori. Bracteae 2 (vel fere solitariae) inaequilongae, longiore 
lineari-lanceolatae 6mm longae ciliatae. Bracteolae 2 ovatoorbiculatae circ. 0.5—

Hab. Hondo : in fruticetis montis B 6 no’ore, Prov. Musashi (leg. Hiyama, 
Apr. 26, 1938) 

This species comes near Lonicera macrocalyx Nakai, but it can be distingui¬ 
shed by its 2 -bracteoled reddish flowers & glabrous ovaries. It also resembles L. 
monant ha Nakai and L. hispida Nakai, but they have no bracteoles. 

2. Donicera tenuipes Nakai var. cliicMbuaua Hiyama var. nov. 

Differt a typo et varr. stylis glabris. 

Rami annotini pilosi, ramuli juveniles densius pilosi. Petioli pedunculique 
patente pilosi, pilis fere eglandulosis. Calyces ovarique glabrae. Corolla rubescens, 
tubo extus parce pilosulo intus piloso. Stylus glaber. 

Hab. Hondo : in monte Bono’ ore, Prov. Musashi (Hiyama, Apr. 23, 1939). 

There is a form with glabrous peduncules : forma nuclipes Hiyama f. n. 
(ab aiitecedente differt pedunculis glabris vel sparsissime pilosellis) in the same mo¬ 
untain. 

This variety is noteworthy for its glabrous style. I have no hesitation in 
referring this plant as a variety to L. tenuipes , however, it may be placed betwe¬ 
en L. gracilipes & L. tenuipes , and seems to be connected these two species.
